Many students have expressed 
to me that they feel uncomfortable 
about the role the Student Senate 
plays in university governance. I'm 
not only uncomfortable with this 
role, I'm disgusted with it 

| assumed, upon entenng 
student government, that the 
Student Senate was the vehicle 
through which the students could 
be effective in the governance of 
this university. | further assumed 
that I would be ina position to con- 
tribiste to the decisions made on 
university policies that are of vital 
concern to students, as well as to 
administer to Associated Students 
related activities. 

It seemed to me that the Student 
Senate was the only body on cam- 
pus elected by, and designed to 
serve, the entire student body. It 
therefore seemed only logical that 
the Student Senate would play a 
significant role in representing and 
advocating student needs and 
concerns where university policies 
are considered 

However, this is obviously not 
the case. The administration has, in 
the past, recognized the Faculty 
Senate, through its committees, as 
responsible for recommending 
policies to the President. Many of 
these committees (such as the Cur- 
riculum, Campus Planning, Fiscal 
Affairs, and Student Affairs Com- 
mittees) deal with areas of merging 
interests between faculty and 
students. However, the committees 
are accountable only to the Faculty 
Senate, and student representation 
is minimal and token at best. 

As long as these committees do 
not have equal faculty-student 
representation, and are not jointly 
accountable to both senates, the 
student has a virtually ineffective 
role in being collectively 
represented on significant matters. 

But why has the administration 
not given the students the same 
credence it gives the faculty? What 
is the rationale behind charging 
solely the Faculty Senate with 
making policy recommendations? 

Perhaps it is because whoever 
designed and implimented the 
form of governance at this univer- 
sity obviously felt that students are 
either of little value, a hindrance, 
or a threat to the process by which 
policies are established. 

President Bond has suggested 
that the $400,000 plus budget of 
student government is the biggest 
and most complete “buy-off” of 
student input at this university. It is 
felt that with so much money for 
students to play with and fight 
over, there would be little 
organized .student concern with 
what policies were made on cam-

This vear. 3.600 students at 
CSUS were required to pay $20 
each to cover the cost of the travel 
requests submitted to the As- 
socuited Students. These requests 
total $72,000 

Another S50 students will be 
charged $20 each to pay the cost of 
the upcoming “self awareness and 
trust retreat” for the benefit of 
some of the officers of the As- 
sociated Students. The budget for 
the retreat is $1,000 

The money for these expen- 
ditures ts collected through the 
mandatory student activity fee 
levied against every student at 
CSUS. These tunds are used to ad- 
minister the program of the As- 
sociated Students 

There ts $4.860 budgeted for 
travel and related expenses of 
Governmental Activities for 197% 
74. To date, $2.678.66 has been 
spent of this budget 

Most of this money has been 
used to send Associated Students 
President Lynard Khan and Vice 
President Ron. Sullivan to 
mectings of the Board of Trustees 
in Los Angeles and meetings of the 
California State University and 
College Student Presidents As- 


sociation (CSU CSPA)

body of the Califorma State

Angeles Attendance at the

Although having no official role 
at the meetings, Khan said it is im- 
portant for him to attend because it 
gives him a “chance to speak on 
when they come up,” that 
are of interest to students.

Sullivan agreed that it 1s im- 
portant for student leaders to be 
given the opportunity to testify at 
the meetings.

There is an allocation in the As- 
sociated Students’ budget for 
$1,000 “to cover travel (sic) food 
and lodging for the BOFM, old 
and new Senate and facilitator for 
self awareness and trust retreat.” 

What ts this retreat? 

“The primary reason (for the 
retreat) is for the new Senate to 
become acquainted with the 
budget and the proposals.” Gar- 
rison said. It is also an opportunity 
where the “Senate as a body can get 
together and away by themselves, 
and sort of isolated and torced to 
be with each other.” 

The budget Garrison referred to 
is the Associated Students’ budget 
The Senate ts the legislative body 
ot student government 

The cost of the retreat was 
$1,190 last year. It was held at 
Clear Lake. The money was spent 
to transport, lodge, and feed those 
attending the two day retreat 

“I question the value of the 
retreat myself.” said Garnson. “It 
seems to me that what it ts ideally 
designed to accomplish ts in reality 
not accomplished.” 


Khan views the retreat as a 
students who have 
served or are going to serve” the 
Associated Students. He said the 
“chance to get a rest 


“reward for 


retreat was a 
something that we needed after the 
campaign (for student government 
office)” in addition to its expressed 
purpose 

Sullivan holding the 
retreat out of town in spite of the 
increased cost. He said it limits 
unwanted interruptions 

Even though he enjoyed the trip 
to Clear Lake, Khan said, “W 
could have done the same thing 
here (at CSUS).” 

Garrison believes the format of 
the retreat should be reevaluated. 
“I think this can be accomplished 
without the retreat per se as it has 
existed,” he said

VA Has An Answer 


What are some of the ad- 
vantages of a Veterans Ad 
ministration G.I. home loan? 

The VA guarantees 60 per cent 
up to a maximum of $12,500 of 
such loans, no down payment is 
usually required. The agency ap- 
praises the house to determine tts 
reasonable value, and there usually 
is a long repayment period 


I was honorably discharged last 
month after three years of military 
duty, none of it in Vietnam. Am I 
eleigible far education benefits? 

Yes. Any veteran separated 
after Jan. 31, 1955, with an other 
than dishonorable discharge after 
at least 181 days of active duty, has 
eligibility until eight years after dis- 
charge or until May 31, 1974, 
whichever is later. Geographic 
locations of service has no bearing 
on eligibility 


Rather than write a letter to the 
Veterans Administration to give 
my change of address, can’t I do it 
by phone? 

Yes, but you should be 
prepared to provide as much iden- 
ufying information as_ possible, 
such as claim and or social security 
number, date of birth, type of 
benefits received, etc. 


I'm 65, and my wife and I need 
more than the $3,000 annual in- 
come we now live on. I served in 
World War Il. but I wasn't 
wounded. Are World War Il 
veterans eligible for pensions? 

Any 65-year-old veteran who 
servied a minimum of 90 days and 
received an other than 
dishonorable discharge may 
receive pension if income ts below 
certain limits. As a married man 
with you income, you could be 
eligible for $69 a month pension at 
current rates. 





I was discharged from service 
about two months ago, and found 
the cost of homes so high my wife 
and | have decided on a mobile 
home. Will the Veterans Ad- 
ministration guarantee a loan for 
both the mobile home and the land 
to place it on? 

Yes. The maximum loan for 
mobile homes ts $10,000 which can 
be increased to $17,500 if the loan 
includes a fully improved site ac- 
quisition 


Is there a deadline for veterans 
to apply for medical treatment at 
Veterans Administration Hos- 
pitals? 

There is no dealine. Priority ts 
given to eligible veterans with ser- 
vice-connected disabilities 

My education allowance check 
for last month has not arrived from 
the Veterans Administration. 
What can I do? 

Write to the VA regional office 
which has custody of your claims 
file. Be sure to provide your name, 
claim number and address 


It is true that veterans no longer 
have to apply for certificates of 
eligibility for education and train- 
ing benifits? | hear that the 
Veterans Administration mails 
then to veterans so that they no 
longer have to apply in person. 
Because I didn't apply when I got 
out two years ago, will the VA send 
mine through the mail? 

The new system is keyed to the 
list of discharges ts now being fur- 
nished by the Department of 
Defense. Because you were dis- 
charged before the automatice 
system was established, it will be 
necessary for you to file ap- 
plication for your benefits at the 
local VA office

I write to those who may not 
realize that the new electronic 
calculators are as inevitable and as 
necessary to the modern student as 
was the slide rule in ancient times. 
(Slide rule: an archaic instrument 
used to draw straight lines on 
engineering exams) 


Fortunately, the instructors at 
this university seem to feel that lec- 
ture, study and exam time ts spent 
more wisely when it ts used to ex- 
plore new concepts and techniques 
rather than when it is spent on the 
mundane, repetitive mathematics
